hy If welooke to the enemies, they are many | 
| and mighty, but 4malekites ; we have to doe with | 
cruel enemies, but accurled in their perſons, in 
their enterpriſes, andin all the wicked meanes of 
| 2ccompliſhing the ſame : and if welooke a little 
into the reſemblance, we {hall ſee that as Romilh 
Amalek have notably expreſſed the like cruelty 
; with theſe in our text ; ſo ſhall they meet with a

I he blowesof the 
old Amalckites were gentle and ſoft to the blowes 
of this ſmiting Amalek. 

_ 2, Amalck then came forth againſt Iſrael pre- 
ſently upon their deliverance from Pharagh, pre- 
ſently upon the fruition of Manna from heaven, 
and waters ovt of the rocke: Amalck cannot en- 
dure Gods grace to iſrael, in thoſe means'of their 
ſuſtcntation, nor yet in the pillar of thecloud and| 
fire for their ſafety and direion. Even ſo the Ro- 
milh 4malckites preſently encampe themſelves 
againſt thepeople of God,fo ſoone as ever they are 
gottenour of the darkneſſe and bondage of Egypr. 
Wilfullenemies are they againſt the grace of God, 
and againſt the word of his grace, which is the 
Mannakh and Water of life, for our refeion tho- 
row this our wilderneſle. |

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3. Amalek was the firft enemie that Iſrael had, 


againſt Iſrael to hinder them from going into Ca- | 
#44, and not onely by force but by fraud, they 
ſpoile the people of God ; for they come as Gral-

earth, and leave no food for Iſrael,fo as Iſrael was 
exceedingly waſted, Even ſothe Romilh Amalek

waſted the Church ; ſending into our kingdomes 
|belides forcible inftruments of violence, and infh-

not only robbed them of their ſpirituall meanes, 
 butin their temporall tate ; by crafty conveyances | 
carving to themſelves whatſoever fat or ſweet the 
 kingdomes of the earth have affoorded. | 
4. Amalek forgetteth all kindred, and all bonds |  * 
and reſpets of Nature; they regard not that they 
were of the fame bloud with }!r2el, which might | 
| have beene ſome reſtraint to their fury. So the Ro- 
| milh Amalek/res torgerall nacurall vonds,and moſt | 
| heathenithly Jay themſelves inthe vaults & caves | 
| of blacke darkneſle, for the deſtruftion of their 
| ownenaturall and loving Prince; wich purpoſe to | 
ſpare neither root nor branch. Old Amalck would 
,catup and deſtroy their enemies countrey ; theſe 
| Awaalekites like ſo many Vipers would eat up the 
| bowels of their owne mother, and native country. 
Duke Medina his {word knew no difference be- 
[tweene a Proteſtant and a Papilt : no more doth 
the powder and iron barres, bur ſend up ſuddenly 
to heaven as ina fiery chariot, even them of their 
owneReligion : ſuch fiery zeale as carried 4/phon- 
us DiaFixs out of one kingdome into another, to 
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kill his owne brother John DiaJiwe with his owne. 
| hands, for ſureneſle, only becauſe he was a Pro- 
teſtanr, Old Awalek cannot equall theſe Sava 
and Monſters,with whom no refpe& of age or ſex, 
no degree of honour or learning, no plea of Reli- 
gion nor Tuſtice, no inſtint of humanity or man- 
hood itſelfe, can prevaile for a drop of mercy or 
pitie from them, 

5. Amalek commeth cowardly upon[ſrael, and 
| ſmiteth the hinmoſt, and falleth upon the women 
and children in their fainting and wearineſfe. The 


 theirplots for ſeduftion, and deſtrution, Their 
ſeducing Prieſts fall upon the weaker fex and ſort, | 
as the devill did at firſt, and overcome firft the 
| weake and faint ones, ſuch as lag after their co- 
' lours: as cowardly as the old Amalekites encoun- 
| tred Iſrael, ſo alſo doe theſe. Nay they come in 
| warlike manner after they had declared chemſelves 
| enemies : but theſe digge deepe and fetch their 
counſells as low as hell ; and under the habit and 
profeſhon of friendſhip and loyaltie, cowardly 
| lay traines and engines of death, which can no 
more be perceived, or prevented ( but onely by the 
piercing eie of God) than can. the iſſues of the 
next age. 

6. Amaleks warre was ill grounded and pro- 
ſpered accordingly ; for God turned itto the great 
good of his people; who were 1.
